It tel e also that the dedication of tho 
building was a grand public affair, and 
that tim temple was long hold to be 
oft© of tim ar. bite. turn! wonders of 
the United State0. 
lr is not of stn'h 
commercial importan o as it used tc 
he, hut one may lie glad that the city 
has not lost such a reminder of th* 
Napoleonic era.
